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have seen you first hand turning wrenches 
on your bike, reviewing the post run shift 
point data on the computer screens and 
checking your reaction time off the tree. 
How and why did you get involved in drag 
racing? 

I got involved in drag racing a number of years ago. 
I was 19 years old. I had always been around 
some form of racing my whole life. I always had a 
desire to race something. After going to a local track 
several times with friends and family I decided to 
try it out. Against my parents will, I purchased a bike 
at the young age of 19. I didn't purchase it to ride on 
the street. I wanted to take it to the track and see 
how fast I could go. After that point in my life I have 
never looked back. My parents supported me after 
they found out it wasn't to ride on the street. I competed 
for a number of years in a class that was a no wheelie 
bar NOS class. I was the only girl to ever win a race 
and a Championship in that class. Then I wanted to 
further my career. Pro Stock Motorcycle is the elite 
of all motorcycle drag racing so I had my eye on 
NHRA. After numerous conversations with Matt Smith 
he decided he wanted me to come and test one of 
his bikes. Then all the cards fell into place. After 
spending the last 7 years with Matt he has been such 
a great teacher. Not only did he make me a better 
rider but he educated me on the reasons why the 



bike did the things it did. That's why it was so 
important to him for me to learn the mechanics side 
of racing. Now I help in building motors at the shop 
and if any problems occur at the racetrack I am not 
afraid to get my hands dirty. After a run I download 
the computer that is on our bikes and it tells the crew 
chief all the information from the run. Anything you 
would want to know is in this data. Good and bad. 
If I did a good job it tells my crew chief I did and if I 
did a bad job well it tells that too. 

The reason I got involved in racing is because I 
absolutely love this sport. It's a sport where men 
and women can compete equally against one another. 
Drag racing is also a very family oriented sport. Not 
only do I have my family at home but I also have my 
racetrack family as well. I love to interact with the 
fans each and every day. The highlights of my days 
at the racetrack are meeting all my fans and them 
telling me stories. 

Not only are you Kandy Girl gorgeous, you are in 
incredible physical shape. Does the fitness training 
contribute to your success as a Pro Stock 
Motorcycle driver? You are strapped to a 200HP 
rocket! What does it take "physically" to control 
the 190 MPH Kandy Buell? 

I do think it's very important to be in good health and 
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physical shape to ride a Pro Stock Motorcycle. These 
bikes take a lot of skill to ride. It's important to have 
physical strength for these bikes. My bike weighs 
about 505lbs with all the weight strapped to it so I 
can meet a minimum weight requirement of 625lbs. I 
weigh about 120lbs so that motorcycle is 4 times 
heavier and stronger than me so I need muscles to 
make it go where I need it to go down the track. Over 
the past three years I have really concentrated in the 
gym on working on my strength and core strength 
and it has showed as a difference on the track. I try to 
workout at least four to five times a week even if it's 
just going for a bike ride. My bike produces about 3G's 
off the starting line when I drop the clutch. This is faster 
than a Top Fuel car. Pro Stock Motorcycle is the fastest 
moving vehicle the first ten feet of the racetrack. If you 
ask any rider in Pro Stock Motorcycle we will all tell you 
that we don't hang on to the handlebars. This comes 
from strength in our core. When I release the clutch 
my hand is completely opened and only my palm is 
resting on the handlebar for a portion of 1st gear. 
We shift the bike five times in 4.5 seconds while 
getting into the back seat to get tucked in our position 
for the best aerodynamics. As a rider we have to steer 
or lean the bike if the bikes starts to get out of the 
groove of the racetrack. A lot goes on in a six second run 
at 195+ miles an hour down the racetrack. 

What is the typical pre-race routine? Do you have any 
superstitions? 

I have a couple of pre -race routines. The first thing I 
do before I leave the pits is I look the bike over. I trust 
my guys one hundred fifty percent with the bike but 
sometimes I have to look it over for my piece of mind. I 
am also in charge of loading everyone's fuel injection 
map. All of our Buell Pro Stock motorcycles are fuel 
injected which requires a map that is tuned by Matt 
every run. I then load the map and the bike is ready 
to go. In the staging lanes I have a routine. I always 
do the same thing every time. I put my jacket on, 
then my helmet, right glove, then left glove. I ALWAYS 
say a prayer for safety and to have fun and do my very 
best. My only superstition I have is NEVER to have 
$50 bills in my purse. I have always heard this is bad 
luck and now it's embedded in my brain. If I ever 
have $50's I will change them before I race on Friday. 
Some people think I am crazy but that's just me. 

Do you consider yourself as a role model for 
aspiring young girls who may be thinking about a 
career motorcycle racing or drag racing in general? 

I do consider myself a role model for aspiring young 
girls and also boys as well. I am living proof that if 
you really want to do something in life you got to 
put your heart and mind to it and do it. Some of 
my best fans are the kids that come with parents 
to the racetrack. I do my absolute best to always 
visit with the kids and not just sign autographs for them. 



I usually ask them if they are having fun at the races 
and who their favorite driver is. A lot of the young boys 
are still shy and they are in the "I don't talk to girls 
phase". Usually I can get them by asking for a good 
luck hug or a high five. I think interacting with the kids 
is huge not just from a driver's standpoint but also as 
a role model. You can't live life by yourself and 
interaction is very big in society today. 

What do you enjoy most about your association with 
Kandy? 

I mean who wouldn't want to hangout with beautiful 
girls at the racetrack. Seriously, everyone at 
Kandy is so awesome. These guys are so top notch 
in everything they do. They have helped me so 
much in living my dream and I feel like they are already 
family to all of us on the team. I really do see this 
relationship with Kandy continuing to grow and becoming 
very large in more of an arena than just racing. I know 
they are going to give this partnership the exposure 
it needs to further this deal and make it something 
more than I could ever expect or dream of. 




How does your husband Matt and the crew feel 
about having the Kandy Race girls around the Pits? 

Like I said, who wouldn't want to hangout with 
beautiful cover models everyday. I am so honored to 
be one of the Kandy race girls. These girls are not only 
beautiful but smart as well. They really bring a positive 
vibe to this whole team and I am honored to be with 
them. It absolutely makes my day when I have fans 
that come up to me and ask when will the Kandy 
girls be here. These girls have already made a foot- 
print and I really like that. I know all of the guys at the 
track love it. With a sport that is predominately men 
it's nice to see beautiful girls every once in awhile, 
is what the guys say to me. I know the other racers 
are slightly envious of me. haha 

You are also a dog lover, are you excited to be one 
of the spokespersons for the Kandy Kares 
Foundation and BarkAid? 

I am very much a dog lover of all breeds. In my life 
dogs are so important to me. Matt and I have two 
dogs. One is a dachshund and the other is a 
Chihuahua and both are living a great life. I am 
extremely excited to be a spokesperson for the Kandy 
Kares Foundation. Any dog that I can help in anyway 
I will see that happens. There are many dogs in the 
world today that need more care than they are 
receiving and I want to help. The general public needs 
to be aware of the dogs that are not living in a healthy 
loving environment and everyone needs to pitch in and 



help out. That's what this organization is going to be all 
about. 

What is the most common question asked by your 
fans? 

I think the most common question that I am asked 
by my fans at the racetrack is "Are you scared?" At 
first, I think I was a nervous wreck to say the least. You 
are sitting on a rocket with 350+ horsepower that goes 
from 0-60 MPH in less than one second. So, the 
anticipation for the very first time was very intimidating. 
Obviously, I am not scared anymore but this feeling 
that I get when I get on the bike is actually what drives 
me everyday. The feeling of the G forces on my body 
makes me work a little harder everyday at the gym, 
makes me get up early to get all my things done 
during the day. It simply drives me. 

How I describe the feeling of launching the bike is this: 
If you could sit at a stoplight waiting for a green light 
and a tractor-trailer rear-ended you at about 55 MPH I 
would say that is how it feels to launch these bikes. 

What is the toughest part about being out on the 
road racing and is it difficult to slip back into a 
normal day to day routine when Sunday is over? 

It's very tough being out on the road, racing from 
March to November. You spend many more nights in 
a small bed in the motor home then in my big bed at 
home. Our life on the road is not normal and it is not 
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for everyone. If you can imagine one girl living with 
five guys in an apartment, for weeks at a time, that's 
how I would describe it. It's tough at times, but 
thankfully we have a great team that has really 
gelled together over the years and it says a lot 
when we show up at the racetrack. I don't think 
it's tough slipping back into normal life. I just think 
I have two different lifestyles and I have learned to 
adapt to each one. I will say that if I didn't get to take 
my dogs on the road with me I am not sure I would 
be able to make it on the road. My dogs are such a 
vital part of my life even on the road. After each 
Sunday race day is over it takes me about a day to 
unwind from all the hype surrounding the races. After 
a day of unwinding I am ready to go to the next race. 
It's an addiction us drivers have. The need for speed. 

Do you feel that you get the same respect from 
your male Pro Stock Motorcycle counterparts? 

In the beginning, I will say it was a little tougher than 
it is now. Even my husband gave me a hard time in 
the beginning, before I started racing with him. I was 
a newbie just like everyone else at one time and 
lots of folks had their opinion about me racing Pro 
Stock Motorcycle. There will always be some form of 
negativity in everything you do in life. I just had to go 
out and do the best I could do each and every race 
and I think I earned respect from my competitors 
on the racetrack. When I proved myself as a racer 



then more and more people started to come around. 
Now I think I am liked and respected by the majority 
of my competitors that I race against. Some of them 
I am closer to than others but, at the end of the day, 
they are still part of my racing family. 

The NHRA is one win away from 100 pro victories 
by a female driver. The 100th victory could easily 
come at the next race, the Summit NHRA Southern 
Nationals at Atlanta on May 16-18. What would a 
victory in Atlanta mean for Angie Smith? 
I can honestly say no words would be able to describe 
it. When I set out to race Pro Stock Motorcycle in 
2007 I had a goal. It is to win. That win would be 
so HUGE. Not only for me but also for the entire 
organization surrounding me. It would be huge for 
my team and Kandy Magazine. It would definitely be 
a dream come true and a mission accomplished for me 
and this entire Kandy team. It's very hard racing out 
here. It's not a walk in the park as I say and I 
am not given anything. You have to work for 
it and earn it and we have to do it together 
as a team. So, if we turn on the win light in 
Atlanta for the 100th victory for females then I can 
assure you there will be a MAJOR celebration going 
on for days and maybe even weeks. I would be very 
honored to be classified with all the other women in 
drag racing who have been National Event winners.

Brandin Cooks recently signed a four-year deal 
with the New Orleans Saints. His road to the 
NFL was definitely not an easy one. Cooks is 
one of the more colorful personalities in the 2014 
rookie class. He made his way around numerous 
media channels and left a great impression on each 
of them. His high-energy attitude transfers onto 
the field as well. It is said that adversity builds 
character. That couldn't be truer in the case of Cooks. 

The road to the NFL was not an easy one for Cooks 
or his family. They faced their share of adversity 
and they overcame it. The relationship that Cooks has 
with his mother was only strengthened by everything 
that they have gone through. Brandin is the baby 
in the family, so it is very special that he has been 
able to accomplish so much. 

Cooks bought his mother a new Mercedes truck last 
month. He had it sitting in the garage as he walked 
her to it. He asked he what she thought and she told 
him that it's a nice car. To her surprise, Brandin said; 
"Momma, it's yoursl" The emotion that came over 
both of them when he said that was touching. 

We spoke to Brandin about what it meant to be able 
to do such a wonderful thing for his mother. Without 
hesitation, he said; "It was real emotional due to the 
fact that we had humble beginnings and what we had 
to go through, where we came from. For me to be able 
to give that to her, it meant the world to me. It's better 
to give to her than to give to myself." 



Life wasn't always easy for the Cooks family. He 
lost his father Worth Cooks Sr. when he was only 
six years old. Worth Sr. passed away from a heart 
attack in his wife's arms in their Stockton, California 
home. Things got difficult from that point. Brandin's 
mother, Andrea had to take on a second job to make 
ends meet. 

Brandin is the youngest of four brothers all of whom 
were close to their father. The two oldest brothers are 
Fred and Worth Jr. They all knew that Brandin was 
destined for success. Andre Cooks is 23 years 
old and is the closest to Brandin. He is currently 
incarcerated and they haven't seen each other 
face to face for over two years. He explained what the 
family saw in Brandin even at a young age. 

"He was always the one with the most ambition, 
there was this Energizer bunny within him. He just 
kept indulging in his love of sports. He already 
had his mind made up that he was going to do it. 
Me and my other brothers, the three of us 
didn't have any definite plans or a path. 
Brandin did. He was the one who was 
going to make it. We all recognized that, no matter 
what else was going on in the family, we recognized 
that he was the one who could get it right" 

The things that Brandin will now be able to do 
for his family are things that he didn't understand 
why they couldn't do once his father died. He talks 
about his upbringing being difficult. 
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"/ would get jealous of other kids with dads: 'What 
would it be like if I had a dad? How good could I 
be? Would our family be better?' I used to get mad 
that we couldn't do stuff - go shopping, go out to 
restaurants, go on vacations. I needed rides to 
school, but I was embarrassed for people to see how 
small our house was. One day, Fred sat me down 
and said the reasons we ate beans and bread so 
much, it's because it's all we could pay for. 
That's when it hit me. " 

The NFL has been a goal of Brandin's since he got 
to Oregon State. He wanted to set records there 
and prove himself to be the best receiver to ever 
come out of the school. Brandin wanted to put 
himself in a situation that if he wanted to leave in 
three years, he could do so. The motivation for him 
has always been what he could do for his family. 
He wanted to be able pass on his legacy to future 
members of the Cooks family. 

He also wanted to show the other kids in Stockton, 
that get distracted by gangs and drugs, how they 
can make a different choice and seek a more 
productive life. Most importantly, he wanted to be 
able to tell his mother that she can quit working. 

There have been some that doubt Brandin because 
of his smaller size. He makes up for size with his 
heart, among other attributes. The struggles that he 
went through have forged a unique degree of maturity 
for him. It's something that his position coach, Brent 
Brennan noticed during his freshman season. 

"He has an uncommon maturity. As a freshman, 
we'd watch practice tape, and he was blowing 
everybody away because he was winning his 
one-on-one so much. And he was controlling 
the matchup, always positioning himself to go 
against Jordan Poyer, one of the best defensive 
backs in the country. I knew then he was different. 
Most true freshmen aren't looking to line up and 
possibly get their (butt) kicked every time. But he 
loved that challenge" 

His competitive edge was really apparent when we 
heard another reporter ask him about whether or not 
he felt 2014 was a bad year to come out as a wide 
-receiver due to the other high ranking receiver 
prospects. The look on his face said it all. The 
tone of his voice changed to a sharp tone that clearly 
had an edge to it. He felt that he is the best receiver 
in this class and that while he can't speak on 
account of the others, he had zero concerns about 
where he falls among the other prospects. 



That edge is something that is a must for a receiver 
that is 5'9" and 189 pounds. Bigger corners will try 
to press Cooks and he welcomes that challenge. 

He said that they can "pick their poison" by 
risking him beating the press coverage at the line 
of scrimmage with his elite quickness or play off 
coverage and give him a free release which will 
risk him running by them. Either way, he will be 
ready to take his game to the NFL and challenge 
for the Offensive Rookie of the Year Award. 

Going to the New Orleans Saints is a perfect 
match for Cooks. They use a lot of the same 
concepts that he was able to execute 
while at Oregon State where he was the 2013 
Biletnikoff award winner. In three seasons at 
Oregon State, he posted 226 receptions for 
3,272 yards with 24 touchdowns, along with 61 
carries for 340 yards (5.6 avg.). He says that a lot 
of the terminology is also the same so the transition 
to the NFL should be a smooth one.

No, there still is 
no man in a rubber suit crushing toy tanks as fireworks explode around 
his feet. But, there is also no Matthew Broderick impersonating a 
worm guy chasing the giant, lizard reincarnation of Godzilla through 
NYC either. 

Despite all the star power behind the newest Godzilla flick, the star 
of this version is Godzilla itself. Rightfully so. Godzilla is the KING of 
movie monsters. Nothing comes close. The first Godzilla film released 
in Japan in 1954 was a very serious film, but over the years the 
series became more comedic, hitting rock bottom with the last release 
starring Matthew Broderick. This reincarnation of Godzilla returns to 
the dark, serious undertones of the first film. Imagine if you will the 
difference between Jack Nicholson's portrayal of the Joker in Batman 
and Heath Ledger's version of the Joker in The Dark Knight. Two 
completely opposite interpretations of the character, one very dark and 
one more comedic. This Godzilla interpretation is closer to The Dark 
Knight. Much as in The Dark Knight immersed you into the dark caverns 
of the human soul, Godzilla causes you to bear witness to the pain 
and suffering inflicted over several decades on the human souls at the 
I epicenter of the film. 

Before you relax into that comfy movie theater seat, load up on 
drinks, snacks and bleed the bladder. For as soon as the 355-feet-tall 
creature appears on the big screen in front of you, that seat, and 
perhaps your date sitting next to you, will be the only comfort you will 
know the next 2 hours.

When Ubisoft first unveiled Watch Dogs at E3 2012, a tremor rolled through 
the games industry. It was the first next-gen game anyone had laid eyes 
on, and the title's strange mix of Deus Ex technology and Grand Theft 
Auto freedom struck an immediate chord with the gaming populace. In just one 
short presentation, Watch Dogs went from a game no one had ever heard of to the 
most anticipated release of 2013. In short, it was a "big deal." 

There was just one problem: Watch Dogs wasn't going to make its 2013 release 
date. Ubisoft, perhaps scared into motion by the high praise and incredible sales 
figures associated with Grand Theft Auto V (the release of which preceded 
Watch Dogs' original launch date by only a couple of months), opted to push 
Watch Dogs back to ensure it was truly ready for launch. The new release date, 
May 27, 2014, would give the Watch Dogs team some extra time to polish the 
game, adjust key features, and perhaps make tweaks inspired by some of the 
innovations that earned Rockstar such high reviews for GTA V. 



In a year that includes Titanfall, Destiny, and the first truly next-gen Call of Duty, 
it's hard to stand out. But Watch Dogs is without a doubt the most anticipated 
and hyped game of the year. In this title we are expecting to see the future of open-world games, the power of next- 
gen consoles, and maybe even an entirely new direction for the games industry as a whole. As goes Watch Dogs, 
so goes the industry, or so we have been led to believe. 



The truth is a little less sensational. Watch Dogs is an open-world action-adventure game that follows the genre's 
mold pretty closely while taking some innovative liberties here and there. It makes some big strides in terms of 
environmental interaction, believable non-player characters, and meaningful story moments, but Watch Dogs is far 
from revolutionary. The bulk of the game is still experienced through shooting, driving, and running. Watch Dogs 
in many ways feels like an enhanced version of Grand Theft Auto; you can do many of the same things, but with 
deeper consequences and more interesting choices. 

The biggest advancement is the way hacking mechanics change your interactions with the world around you. The 
game's main character, Aiden, is able to commandeer security cameras, overload steam pipes, open doors, and 
more. Hacking is an important part of chasing and fighting sequences; effectively using Aiden's hacking skills gives 
you an immense advantage over your enemies. Hacking skills are integrated seamlessly into the rest of the experience, 
and they never feel forced or unresponsive. 

Overall, it's hard to sum up Watch Dogs in one short post. Like Grand Theft Auto, Watch Dogs is packed with 
interesting things to do, curious sites to explore, and a variety of mini-games and strange oddities. The game is 
well worth a look as it represents some of the best that Ubisoft and next-gen consoles have to offer, but if you're 
expecting to have your mind blown by a full-on gaming revolution, you're likely going to leave disappointed. Watch 
Dogs is an exceptional action-adventure game, nothing more, and nothing less. What more could you want?

Over the next few months we are going 
highlight different travel destinations that take Kandy away from the bright lights of Los Angeles 
and Las Vegas. Welcome to our first stop Miami Beach. 




HOTEL 

We had the good fortune of staying 
at the Fontainebleau (pronounced 
"fountain blue") Miami Beach which 
first opened its doors in 1954. The 
Fontainebleau sits on 20 prime acres 
of oceanfront property in Miami Beach. 
The hotel is a cultural icon, with scenes 
from films such as 007's Goldfinger, 
Jerry Lewis's all-time great The Bellboy, 
Pacino's Scarface, and Kevin Costner/ 
Whitney Houston's Bodyguard have 
been shot (no pun intended) there. 
The Fontainebleau has long been a 
favorite hospitality choice for celeb- 
rities and entertainers, hosting Bob 
Hope, Dean Martin, Marilyn Monroe, 
Frank Sinatra, Lucille Ball, Judy Garland 
and Elvis Presley, to name a few. The 
LIV nightclub inside Fontainebleau is 
a favorite nightlife destination for 
today's celebrities, more on LIV later. 

The Fontainebleau is comprised of 
1,504 guestrooms and suites, the 
aforementioned LIV Nightclub, 12 



restaurants and lounges including 
Bleau Bar, La Cote and Solo, Lapis 
spa which offers mineral-rich water 
therapies and invigorating treatments, 
several pools with luxury cabanas and 
sun loungers, beachside sun loungers, 
beach activities, and home to Bleau 
Live and live performances by today's 
top artists. 

Room accommodations are distributed 
among four towers: Tresor, Sorrento, 
Chateau and Versailles. Tresor and 
Sorrento are the two newest towers. 
We stayed in the Tresor tower and 
the room accommodations were first 
class, as were the views. From our 
33rd floor ocean view suite we had 
amazing 270 degree views of Miami 
Beach, downtown Miami and the cruise 
ships sitting off-shore at night. 

The meeting place of choice for the 
Kandy crew was the Bleau Bar inside 
the Fontainebleau. The bar is located 
directly inside the main entrance of 
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the hotel, sitting across from the entry 
to LIV as well. No matter what time 
of the day, there is always a good 
crowd at Bleau. We often stopped at 
Bleau for a drink after wrapping our 
shoots for the day, before heading out 
to dinner and when returning to the 
hotel after dinner. Bleu is the pre-par- 
ty scene for LIV and you'll pay club 
prices for your drinks. We never 
recommend 'well' for drinks, as the 
few extra dollars are always worth it for 
'premium'. However, a Tito's mixed 
drink will definitely set you back more 
than your local watering hole so your 
call on the 'well liquors' at Bleau. 

FOOD 

As we were constantly on the go 
during the day, running back and forth 
from the hotel to the shoot locations, 
our food of choice for breakfast and 
lunch was often a quick meal we 
would grab at Solo, the little bakery 
inside Fontainebleau. The Mojo Chicken 



Wrap was a popular choice of the 
models while the heartier appetites 
went for the Caprese sandwich or 
hearty Turkey Club Sandwich. At the 
time of our visit the sandwiches were 
priced a bit on the high-end, not too 
unreasonable for a first-class resort but 
still a little steep compared to your local 
sandwich shop, and we are not talking 
Subway or Jersey Mikes. 

On our off-days we grabbed lunch 
at La Cote, the beach and poolside 
restaurant. Salads and sandwiches 
were popular choices. The Heirloom 
Tomato Salad and Caesar with Grilled 
Prawns were both delicious and the 
Tempura Mahi Ciabatta sandwich 
(request it without the Tempura) was 
devoured quicker than you can say 
the name of the sandwich. Ask for 
the onion rings as a side if you have a 
sandwich. 

At night we ventured off the grounds 
to take in a taste of Miami. For 
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dinner choices we went with local 
secrets, munching on tapas one evening 
and going old school at a diner another 
night. For tapas, the choice was 
Barceloneta which featured fantastic 
service and intimate street side tables. 
Our selection included the Brussel 
Sprouts (they were amazing!), 
Barceloneta Puplo a Feira (Octopus, 
did not quite meet our expectations 
based on the reviews we had read), 
Ensalada Ferran (oversized Florida 
Heirloom tomato, they disappeared 
quickly) and Huevos Estrellados (they 
did not last long either). 

Our final evening in town we traveled 
to the south end of South Beach and 
Big Pink, a local's favorite for diners. 
Among its' most popular items are the 
Blue Plate Special and Chicken and 
Waffles. As no one in the group was 
feeling adventurous that evening, 
the table went for normal diner fare, 
burgers and sandwiches. The Big Pink 
Burger was cooked perfect to order 
and the side of fries was delicious. 
The Club Sandwich was subpar as the 
bread was mixed up on the order and 
the turkey over processed. The bacon 
was superb but could not make up for 
the other accompanying items. As it 
was a warm day in Miami, one of the 
crew ordered up a chocolate milk- 
shake that was old school as they get. 
Perfection. 




A nightclub might not seem like the
